e The Town received another Surface Water Matching Planning Grant (SWMPG)
from DNREC to improve water quality through storm water management
techniques.

e The Town received a matching Resilient Community Partnership grant of
$40,000. The Town is matching $12,000. The Town is working on a Sustainable
Community Plan.

e The Town received certification of the Comprehensive Plan on October 27, 2017.
The Town formed a new Dredging Committee which is tasked with pursuing
issues in Fenwick’s canals and the Little Assawoman Bay. To date, the
committee has contracted for laboratory testing on key areas in the Little
Assawoman Bay.

e The Town formed a new Pedestrian Safety Committee which is tasked with
pursuing sidewalks on Route 1. To date, the Town has partnered with DelDOT
on a 20% matching federal grant to update sidewalk plans for the Route 1 area.

e The Town has joined with six other coastal communities to re-form the
Association of Coastal Towns (ACT). The groups mission is to collectively
preserve and protect the unique character of each of our coastal communities by
providing focus on issues that are specific to coastal communities.

e The Town is receiving federally funded beach re-nourishment.

e The Town drafted a small cell ordinance and is currently working with Verizon
on the installation of small cells within Town limits.

From July 2017 — June 2018

e There were 13 new residential building constructions issued (6 completed).

e There were 10 permits for additions issued (1 completed)

e Sands Motel continues to indicated that they will demolish the existing building
this fall and obtain a permit for a new 62-room hotel early spring 2019. No
permits have been issued at this time.

The Town completed work on their Comprehensive Plan update and the Plan was
certified by the Governor on October 27, 2018.
